2 . Whereas, the Commission has considered the circumstances in 20-Trivandrum Parliamentary Constituency 
in the State of Kerala and in 8-Mumbai North-West Parliamentary Constituency in the State of Maharashtra, and it is 
satisfied that sufficient number of Electronic Voting Machines are available for taking the poll in the abovementioned 
Parliamentary Constituencies, the polling personnel are well trained in efficient handling of the Electronic Voting 
Machines and the electors are also fully conversant with the operation of the Electronic Voting Machines, 

3. Now, therefore, the Election Commission of India hereby specifies 20-Trivandrum Parliamentary Constituency 
in the State of Kerala and 8-Mumbai North-West Parliamentary Constituency' in the State of Maharashtra, as the 
constituencies in which the votes at the current bye-elections to the House of the People from the said States notified 
on 22nd October, 2005, shall be given and recorded by means of Electronic Voting Machines in the manner prescribed 
under the Conduct of Elections Rules, 1961, and the supplementary instructions issued by the Commission from time 
to time on the subject.
